A domeapondias of the Ohio Farmer 
writes: 

‘Take a jar or tin bucket and fill it 
about half full of. water, and place it 


where mice are in the habit of prome-. 


nading. ‘Take a board eighteen or 
twenty inches long, one end of which 
lay on the floor or ground, as the case 
maybe, and the other end on top of 
the bucket. -Sprinkle-a handful of oats’ 
over the water in the bucket. ~ This 
will not sink, but will remain on top 
and hide the water from view. Now 
sprinkle wheat, corn, or anything else 
that mice like on the board, so as.to 
entice them to the top, when they will 
see the oats in the*bucket and jump in 
to get it, and soon perish. 

“T have tried this plan with satisfac- 
tory results. The trap is always set, 
and when a mouse once gets in there is 
no getting out. Of course it should be 
noticed every day or two, ‘and the 
drowned redents removed. —1- have 
never tried to catch rats in this way, 
but think if a jar that would hold six 
gallons or more were used, the plan 
would prove quite satisfactory. 

It isa much safer way than the use 
of rough on rats or other poisons, and 
is considerably cheaper than those no- 
torious ‘champion liar’ rat trays. Give 
the plan a trial.”

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A REMINISCENCE OF SHILOH. 
ttory of a Famous Battle by a Private Who 
Was There. 

‘‘Would you like to have a private’s 
opinion of the battle of Shiloh?’’ asked 
a veteran of the civil war. Receiving 
an affirmative response, he proceeded: 

I was a farmer’s lad in northern Ili- 
nois and joined the Fifty-fifth Illinois 
in its march south when I was 18 years 
old. My experience was that of every 
boy ~undet similar circumstances. 
Buoyed: up by. enthusiasm and natural 
youthful spirits, I took kindly to the 
drill and. in»a short while considered 
myself a model soldier. I was admitted 
to be an excellent shot and took’ great 
pride in my target practice. . 

‘In the spring of 1862, during the 
_ first few days in April, I had all the 
““ehande-I- desired for target practice and 
availed myself of it. As every one 
knows, Grant was in charge of the 
Union férces and had landed about 85, - 
000 men down below the little” Shiloh 
chapel at a place called Pittsburg Land- 
ing. The Confederates had run out 
of Nashville and were conceftrating all 


their forces at Corinth, a little place’ 


over the line in Mississippi, while 
Grant’s object was to cut off their com- 
munications in western Tennessee. 
People: may say what they please 
about General Grant’s intentions and 
plans and knowledge of the enemy at 
Shiloh, but I have never yet seen a pri- 
vate who did not admit that the attack 
by General Albert Sydney Johnston on 


----~the morning-of-the-6th was awell plan- 


ned and complete surprise, I do not see 
how the Union army could have been 
surprised more perfectly. 

Take ouy own regiment, for example, 
We were, most. of us, cleaning our guns 


we heard, and one man 


. he turned off to one side and ran 
down the ravine, while I cut across 


a little open place as fast as I could to 
some denser timber. The bullets whizzed 
around me in quite a lively manner as 
I was going across the open, but as soon 
as I got under cover I determined to turn 
the tables. 

It now became almost like squirrel 
hunting or a game of hide and seek. 
Away.off to my right was a bluecoat, 
while opposite him as opposite me were 
several rebels watching a chance to pick 
us off. We were better shots than they 
‘were, however, and they showed their 
realization of it, after a few shots, by 
keeping behind trees. Presently.I saw a 
rebel creeping up till he got behind the 
front tree in the opposite timber, ob- 
liquely off to my right, and just where he 
could get a good shot at the Union sol- 
dier on my side. He did not see me at 
all, and for the first timesince I entered 
the army. I: took deliberate aim at a sin- 
gle human being. 

Firing as one of a crowd at another 
crowd is a very different thing from 
picking out an individual human being 
and deliberately taking his life away. 
This thought flashed through my mind, 
and I had no sooner raised my gun and 
taken aim than I at once lowered it 
again. It was too much like plain mur- 
der._And-—yet-there-he was_rdising-his 
-gum-and .preparing to kill my ally and 
my friend. If he had been close enough 
for me to be sure of ‘‘winging”’ him by 
breaking his arm, my mind could have 
been made up easily, but he was so far 
away. . What should I do? 

All this rushed throngh my mind 
while -he was raising - his..gun.-to- his. 
shoulder, and my decision was formed 
in a flash as I threw my gun up and 
fired. He fired an instant after I did, 
but my ball had shattered his elbow, 
and by destroying his aim had saved the 
life of my bluecoat friend. My comrade 
took in the situation as the Confederate, 
with an oath, leaped into the open space, 
his arm hanging limp by his side. Wav- 
ing his thanks to me, the bluecoat broke 
from his shelter and ran down the hill 
with an entire regiment of rebels after 
him, while I was left alone as the crowd 
passed me by. 

After waiting long enough for them 
to get out of the way I followed them 
over the hill, and half way down the 
slope I came across my. comrade, the 
bluecoat... He was lying on his back, gaz- 
ing up into the bright morning sun, with 
a bullet hole through his head. t 

I soon found a regiment of my own 
ee ‘were Michigan boys—and 

‘wé at once reported to Géneral Prentiss, 
ge ‘was just coming up, telling him 
the situation and who we were. Before 
he had time to issue any orders, however, 
a perfect cloud of the enemy swooped 
down upon ts; and we were prisoners, 
about 8,000 of us.

Remembering that the use of the cat

although corporal punishment had long 
since disappeared from it, the death pen: 
alty was frequently enforced, it can 
scarcely have failed tostrike an onlooker 
with astonishment that the American 
commanders should have been able to 
preserve discipline among the hundreds 
of thousands of men serving under them 
without flogging them and without hang- 
ing or shooting them in a proportion even 
remotely approaching the infliction of 
such extreme penalties in the French 
army. 

It must-be remembered, moreover, that 
the bluebellies comprised in their ranks 
an astoundingly miscellaneous congre- 
gation of humanity. There was truly a 
very numerous element of sternly reso- 
lute, unflinchingly energetic soldiers, 

0 were fighting not only for the unity 
of the republic, but for conscience sake, 
and would ‘have regarded the cause of 
the emancipation of the negro as ‘a kind 
of holy war. These, practically the wor- 
thy descendants of the old Puritans, 
were the leaven that gave life and vigor 
to the whole Federal army.—G. A. Sala 
in London Telegraph.

|__A Water Supply for North Andover. 1 


_The people of North Andover are in 
the midst of the same kind of agitation 
| as that which troubled Andover seven 
or eight years ago, when onr water- 
works—then to be—was the foot-ball, 


the other of the question were arrayed 
ato do battle. May our sister town con- 
tinue as we did, and decide the question 
on the side of public health, public im- 
provemént, and local progress. 

In our North Andover column will be 
found a long letter from Rev. Mr. Noyes 
of that town in reply to a communica- 
tion in our last week's issue from En- 
gineer Farnum. Both of these letters 
are written by men interested in a 
water supply ‘for North Andover, the 
one to keep it out, the other to intro- 
pete it. Sot 

Concerning the question at issue be- 
tween these two men, we have nothing 
to say. Concerning the question of 
‘the wisdom of introducing a supply of 
tOwn that can af- 
to enthusiastically urge it. We are in- 
‘terested in North Andover and its 

progress. The town is yet a large ‘part. 
of our grand old Andover. The town, 
is ri¢h and prosperous, full of the: 
charms of nature’s gifts, and needing, 
but the.addition of some of the chataijs| 
of men’s gifts, like water and sewerage, | 
to make it almost surpass our off-shoot | 
of the old town, in attractiveness. 

These 1mprovements will not come | 
without a struggle, but come they surely | 
will, and soon, too. The old bugbear 
of ‘thigh taxes,” ‘it won’t pay,” ‘‘the 
poor farmer can’t stand it,’’ ete., will 
always bé heard. On'the water ques- 
tion we in Andover have heard all this, 
and having heard, obeyed not. 

Instead of all this as predicted, what 
is the result? The ‘leaders in the cry 
of ‘nobody wants water,’’ “it won’t 
pay,’ etc., seven years ago are now 
loud in its praises. The ‘thigh tax’’ 
man knows the water plant is a con- 
stantly increasing source of revenue, 
and the farmer’s- only plaint now is-be- 
cause he can’t have it too. And this 
story would only be repeated in North 
Andover. It is mot what a man pays 
for an article, it is what he obtains for 
his, money, that determines value. 
Taxes may be more if the return will 
only match it, and we believe we can 
say without achance of contradigtion 
that. nothing else on the face of this 
earth affords so much pleasure for a five 
dollar bill as is found at the turn of a 
valve, from whence flows an abundant 
supply of pure water. 

We urge the citizens of our sister 
town to think very seriously how much 
longer they can_ risk the _old wells, 
which in some localities have lov since 
been proven pest holes, and a serious 
menace to the health. Don’t think of 
the introduction of a water supply as 
an economical méasure, for itis rather 
aluxury, but it soon becomes a neces- 
sary luxury to every man, woman, and 
child within reach of it, and from the 
experience in our town we feel safe in 
saying the most satisfactory luxury that 
a town Can possess; once enjoyed never 
to be given up. For health, for pro- 
gress, for enjoyment, we urge North 
Andover to make the start in introduc- 
ing asupply of pure water, and there 
is no better time for a start to be made 
than new, when money is so chéap and 
labor.so plentiful.

GENTLEMEN:—I do not-consider the 
so-called cesspool under the Interme- 
diate school building at all dangerous 
to the health of the scholars in the 
building. But I do consider such an 
arrangement a very unwise one, and 
strongly urge its removal at the earliest 
opportunity.

Mr. Editor: 

I think Rev. Frederic Palmer was rather 
hasty in his conclusion that the outbreak 
of diphtheria in this town ‘‘is the result 
of the fit of economy which culminated 
at the last town meeting.” Had the 
town meeting voted to put in sewerage, 
it is hardly probable that we should have 
had enough of it in within the few weeks 
since the meeting toxhave averted. this 
visitation, so 1 think the reverend gen- 
tleman must: regard this outbreak asa 
judgment of Heaven against a short- 
sighted and parsimonious community. 
But the reverend gentleman himself is 
not free from blame for his voice was 
not heard at town meeting in favor of 
sewerage, and since he is so ‘thoroughly 

“convinced of its urgent need he neglected 
an important duty in failing to urge its 
immediate adoption, 

But, Mr. Editor, sewers are not like 
groceries and wther merchandise—to be 
had by purchasing over the counter. I 
think the town did wisely to .postpone 
the matter if the committee or commis- 
sion are in the meantime diligently con- 
sidering the subject, looking atthe sys- 
tems in other places and getting informa- 
tion as to sewage disposal, and other 
problems involved in so important a mat- 
ter. And then the question of cost may 
well. cause taxpayers to require-care and 
deliberation in a subject calling for. a 
very large outlay. Seventeen dollars on 


fi -thonsand..ought. to..make.real estate. 


owners, who’-cannot ‘sell out or escape, 
somewhat conservative. 

The discharge of the Board of Health 
was hardly “blind economy.” When a 
town. fails to choose a board of health 
the state law makes the selectmen the 
board of health, and our selectmen have 
appointed Dr. Abbott their agent or ex- 
ecutive officer, and he is now exercising 
all the powers and performing the same 
duties which he did in former years as 
the board of health—for practically all 
its work was done by him as secretary 
and executive officer of the board. This 
change, which is merely nominal, should 
__not be a reproach to the town. 

Five or six cases of diphtheria in a vil- 
lage of this size do not prove bad drain- 
age for the whole. village, or even for the 
particular locality where the cases ap- 
peared, People who talk about Andover 
being an unhealthy town, badly drained, 
~‘ete., must be very little acquainted else- 

where. I claim, that Andover is‘an éx- 
ceptionally healthy town, and. I'll leave 
it to the medical fraternity to! contradict 
me if they can. .Our unsewered drain- 
age of to-day is better than that of three- 
fourths of the other Repered ‘gain of 


: Y think’ your reverend corkesbondeat 
makes a most unwarrantable assertion 


when. he says, .“‘It is beyond question. 


that disease must prevail extensively in 
this town until a system of drainage is 
established.” 
‘the correctness of this opinion it had 
‘better been’ said at thé town meeting 
than now in the fright which possesses 
‘many anxious parents because of this 
outbreak of diphtheria. I am as willing 
as anyone to contribute my share toward 
sewerage, but I do not want to see the 
town stampeded into it. If the sewer 
committee attend to their duty they will 
be able to guide us much more intelli- 


gently at the next annual meeting than’ 


their present knowledge and observations 
enable them to do.

A Brave Man at the Throttle. 


Many of the heroic deeds of the civil 
war that have passed into history, like 
the stone covering the bones of thou- 
sands of the Union dead at Arlington, 
aré monuments to the unknown,” - It 
‘was when General J. E, B. Stuart, com- 
manding the cavalry of General Lee’s 
army, struck Tunstall Station, on the 
York River line, on June 18, 1862, that an 
engificér, whose name has not been pre- 
served with the record of his daring 
deed, proved himself to be of such stuff 
as heroes are madg of. 

General Stuart. conceived the idea of 


flanking the-right-wing—of-the- Federal | 


army. In-earrying out this plan he com- 
pletely encircled the ‘army of General 
McCleljany,,, On the afternoon of June 
12 he left calnp, ostensibly to go to north- 
ern Virginia, but really on his flanking 
The next day he descended 
upon Tunstall Station and cut the tele- 
graph wire in order to interrupt Federal 
communication. . While this was in prog- 
ress a small body of Federal cavalry ap- 
peared, but perceiving the approach of 
the main Confederate force retreated. 
The Confederates charged the station 
and captured a company of infantry. 
They then felled trees and placed them 
on the track with other obstructions, 

This was scarcely.done when a train 
came thundering down from the direc- 
tion of Richmond, loaded with Union 
troops. Then it was that the engineer 
proved himself the possessor of a cool 
head and a stout heart. Seeing the ob- 
structions on the track and a large force 
of Confederate cavalry, he suspected dan- 
ger, and disregarding the flying bullets 
that whistled about his head he put ona 
full head of steam. The engine struck the 
obstructions, knocked them out. of the 
‘way and ‘passed on without accident, 
thus saving from capture and consign- 
ment to rebel prisons a trainload of 
UWnion soldiers.—Exchange.

A Boston Dressmaker Meets a 
Horrible Death. 


Two Arwsted to Await Vurther Devel-

Boston, May 29.—Mrs, Annie Butler, a 
well-known dressmaker, who has been 
employed by many. well-known people in 
the Back Bay, was fdéind dead at her 
apartments in 60 Church street Saturday.

The fact that the woman. was so horribly 
injured that the resultiug hemorrhage 
deluged her surroundings makes the case 
practically one of butchery. The dread- 
ful details are too shocking to be gone 
into at length. 

The case of the woman will probably _ 
go down in the sa me category as that of 
the little Baudet girl, who was mur- 
dered, and of the victim of Frank Almy’s 
rage. 

The brutal circumstances will probably 
be ventilated in court before loug. It is 
said thatthe perpetrators of such deeds 
rarely eacape; the author of this cowardly 
pr fad is likely to “be soon brought to 


The ¢ question that femains to be solved 
is whether the murderer was aided and 
abetted in his act or not, It is thought 
that he was not; that perhaps the woman 
was under the influence of intoxicants as 
well as her slayer.
